laNri-coLosIAL WAR-ANOTHER 
ASSAULT BY MB. LOWE, M. P. 


To the Editor of the Ottawa Times 

Sin,—Consideration for your space, which 
tn.00 valuable, induced me to conclude rather 
abroptly the other day, my remarks in reply 
to Mr. Lowe's anti-Canadian speech in the 
House of Commons. I bad considered one of 
the two ways in which I comvelve it possible 
‘that Canada might come to be engaged in 
‘war purely on account of this colony itself, 
whether provoked by the Canadians of waged 
against them without provgeation. I think I 
may take credit to myself for having given 
due weight to the improbabitity of any such 
provocation proceeding from a people who are 
‘holly intent om promoting the improvement 
of their country, ite prosperity and their own 
happincsa without nterfering In the affairs of 
other uations. Bat T omitted to say, how 
‘an unprovokedattack, as I think I have good 
reason to believe, would be met. Sach an at- 
tack, if auccessful, would place the country 
under foreign domination, an evil which no 
people havo-eter willingly -borne. That it 

therefore, auyorte who 
knows the spirit and mind of the Canadians 
ill at once acknowledge, Bat Mr. Lowe 
says it would be “ ridiculois ond ehimerical to 
think of defending Canado” The attempt 
‘would certainly bo made, however ; andin the 
event of such a war,as T suppose, the defenpe 
would be “pro erie et fori," —=for happy homes 
‘and altars free. .A pooploengaged in auch a 
‘cause cannot easily be defeated, Tn such ware 
it is not oumbers that prevail, uor discipline 
‘even, and superior weapons of offence. In n0 
‘caso can it be more traly said, that the mee 
{s uot alvays to the swift, nor the battle to the 
strong.” Let a people be sufficiently nymer- 
‘ousto possess even the smallest: ofganized 
force that can take the field, and unjust ag? 
gression, unprovoked invasiow, will not be 
found to bv so very profitable @ speculation, 
even by the richest and most powerfal nation, 
Wo cannot fail to remember with what enorgy 
‘and success, ancient Greoce, while sho yet ap- 
preciated liberty, and deserved it, contended 
Against tho more numerous and well-appoint- 
ed hosts of Persia. Grooce wasonly a small 
‘and insignificant country, as rogarded extent 
of territory, resources and population, com- 
pared to the Persian Empire, And that Em 
piro was a warlike and conquering” power.
